Mr. J. Montgomery Caskey has an
swered to  the last roll call, e
aently passed away at 3:45 o'clock

vesterday afternoon at the home of
his daughter, Mrs. Furman Magill, at
Pleasant Hill in the seventv-fifth
Year of his age. He was the son of
the late James €. Caskey and his
wife, Elizabeth (Montgomery) Cas-
key, and was born just three miles
east of the town of Lancaster., His
whole life was spent on the farm in
this county except the four years of
the War Between the States, in which
he was an active participant. At the
breaking out of the war he volun-
teered in the Lancaster Grays, com-
manded by Capt. John D. Wylie, the
first company to go to the front from
the county. Later on he became a
part of the 6th Regiment South Caro-
linn Volunteers, commanded by Col.
John White, serving with conspicu-
ous gallantry until the close of the
war. He took an active part in the
redemption of the state from negro
rule, Mr. Caskey served several
terms as county coroner and was a
delegate to several congressional con-
ventions

Mr. Caskey was a quiet, unassum-
ing man, but one who could be de-
pended upon to do his duty at all
hazards.
